Peace at Any Price? 


A fairly strong group of respected in- 


tellectuals in the United States and Eng- 
land have been backing a campaign against 
the nuclear tests scheduled for Eniwetok 
this summer. Writers Norman Cousins, 
Lewis 
ilumford 
and 
David Riesman, 


Churchmen Harry Emerson Fosdick. Paul 
Tiiiich and Martin King. Oscar Hsramer- 
stein II. James Patton. head of the Farm- 
ers' Union, Chemist Dr. Linus Pauling and 
EInio Roper are signature members of the 
National Committee for a Sane Nuclear 
Policy. 


There are valid and intelligent reasons 


for opposing the tests, although they hardly 
seem to outweigh the necessity of discover- 
ing the effects of our weapons. True paci- 
fists like the lonely four who are now sail- 
ing on a ketch toward the explosion site 
have religious conviction to sustain them. 
Scientists who deem fallout a big danger 
in genetics also have a valid reason to 
oppose the tests. Propagandists who fear 
we may lose face by the tests when the 
Russians have declared they will refrain 


at the present likewise have an argument. 
And those who actively or philosophically 
side with the communists can hardly be 
blamed for their stand against our tests. 


But the National Committee for a Sane 


Nuclear Policy seems to have been mostly 
influenced 
by England's Campaign of 


Nuclear Disarmament which pleads for 
peace at any price. Two of the British 
leaders. Bertrand Russell and Philip Toyn- 
bee. have conceded that nuclear disarma- 
ment probably would mean communist 
domination of the world, but they say such 
domination is preferable to a nuclear war 
or even the threat of one. 


This is the very antithesis of Patrick 


Henry's famous declaration — to which 
Americans have clung for two centuries 
as an expression of their national faith — 
that a free man should prefer death to 
enslavement. It is disheartening that men 
of intelligence, who have owed the develop- 
ment of their abilities and probably their 
very lives to the institutions of political 
liberty in England and the United States, 
could abide such a ohilosouhv of despair. 


Who Should Go to College? 


In the abundance of discussion about 


the problem of higher education opportun- 
ity that has flavored public debate in 
America lately, there has been little recog- 
nition of the fact that some of the proposals 
have been unrealistic to the point of 
absurdity. 


Typically, there is the assumption that 


even.' high school graduate, willy-nilly, 
ought to go to college. Some people have 
assumed collaterally that the American 
taxpayer owes every high school graduate 
a college ticket gratis. 


Our Madison correspondent 
recently 


paid his respects to the brilliant address at 
a recent educational conference at Madison 
of Miss Catherine deary, a Milwaukee busi- 
ness woman who formerly served as a re- 
gent of the state college system and is now 
a trustee of Lawrence college. There is one 
theme of her address that is worthy of 
repetition, and reflection by all those citi- 
zens who have thought about the implica- 
tions of the ever-increasing enrollments at 
tax-supported colleges and universities and 
the policy-making decisions involved. 


Inevitably, declared * Miss Cleary. the 


vastly increasing populations of our college 
and university campuses will require a 
more selective policy on admissions. 


Private institutions have long recog- 


nized this. Their resources are not suffi- 


cient, in these times, to accommodate all 
who knock on their doors. They pick the 
best of the matriculation aspirants. 


It is not sufficiently realized that higher 


education costs are such that our public 
institutions are going to be forced to be 
more selective too. in original admissions, 
and in performance tests en route to the 
degree. 


But. and contrary to some of our fuzzv 


thinkers, this is not undemocratic. While 
we should bend every effort to assure 
opportunity for higher education to the 
worthy applicant, we can do no real benefit 
to the individual or to the community by 
keeping unqualified young people in col- 
lege. Miss Cleary put it as effectively as it 
probably can be put when she said: 


Parents particularly must take a 


realistic 
view 
of their 
children's 


abilities. If a child has great intel- 
lectual promise, his parents sh'ould 
encourage him ta'attend college even 
though they cannot help him financial- 
ly and no one in the family has ever 
gone to college before. If a child does 
not have the mental capacity for col- 
lege, his parents should encourage him 
to undertake another type of educa- 
tional program 
which suits 
his in- 


terests and his abilities, even though 
all his ancestors have been doctors, 
judges, ministers and college pre§- 
idents. This is only fair to the chiid. 
It is also important from the stand- 
point of economical use of our educa- 
tional resources. 


The Wrong Way to Attack Urban Problems 


we suppose it was inevitable that at a 


meeting on urban problems sponsored by 
the platform committee of the Wisconsin 
Democratic party the principal emphasis 
would be placed on the need for more fed- 
eral and state handouts to our cities. Never- 
theless we find it disappointing that this 
tired old melody should be played at a 
meeting ostensibly devoted to a serious 
discussion of this important subject.

what our cities do not need—our muni- 
cipalities are having a hard enough time 
raising money for needed projects without 
sending an ever increasing share of their 
tax dollars to Washington and having it 
come back again in a shrunken condition. 
Because of the manner in which Wisconsin 
has permitted a crazyquilt pattern of 
municipalities to develop there may be 
some sound reasons v/hy the state govern- 
ment should attempt to equalize tax bur- 
dens among municipalities through state 
subsidies. But federal aid is a snare and a 
delusion, and it is disheartening to see such 
men as Milwaukee's Mayor Zeidler and 
Madison's Mayor Xestigen — to whom the 
state's urban areas naturally look for lead- 
ership—unable to talk about urban prob- 
lems without demanding rnore manna from 
Washington. 


We are besir.nir.g to suspect that no

Lesser of Two Evils 


"... I favour negotiations 


between them for abolition 
of nuclear weapons by both 
sides. I so hold, however, 
that, if all negotiations prove 
futile and no alternatives re- 
main e x c e p t communist 
domination or extinction of 
the human race, the former 
alternative is the lesser of 
two evils. . ." 


In a worn, the ancient 


philosopher prefers slavery 
to death, which is. of course, 
his option. Patrick 
Henry 


preferred to risk death to 
win liberty which was the 
old-fashioned American idea. 
Perhaps the difference lies 
in age. Lord Russell ;s 86 
years old. However. Herbert 


Hoover, who is nearly 84. 
would turn such cowardice 
down. 


Many y o u n g Americans 


are influenced by the views 
of Lord Russell who 
for 


many years earned a pan of 
much of his living travelling 
about the United States, lec- 
turing and amusing Ameri- 
can audiences by a general 
condemnation of American 
folkways which apparently
